The prolongation of the debate on 
the budget was entirely 
hands in the Tuesday night session of 
the legislature. The speakers were 
F. Davis of Gleichen and Dr, Stanley 
of High River, who adjourned the die- 
cussion at 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Davis dealt mainly with the 
problem of rural taxation, contend- 
ing that the farming element of the 
province were being forced to con- 
tribute the bulk of taxes through 
fourteen channels of assessment. He 
also discussed the road situation of 
the province, advocating that a ecien- 
tifle road-building scheme be inaugu- 
rated by the government and that a 
board of competent engineers be ap- 
pointed to deal with this phase of 
rural development. 

Or, Stanley endorsed the proposal 
of the government to provide addi- 


| tional asylum facilities at Ponoka, an 


institution for the feeble-minded, the 
building of a tubercular sanitarium, 
and the initiation of an advanced pol- 
icy of public health promotion.

QUARANTINE

INTOLERABLE 


Western Independent Cattle Trad- 
ers Appeal at Ottawa—More 
Power Given Veterinaries 


OTTAWA, March 25.—A deputation 
from the West consisting of H. T. 
Talbot of the J. C. Bohn company; 
George Armstrong of the Dan Cough- 
lan company; and George Baker, rep- 
resenting the independent traders, 
waited upon Dr. Lorrance, Dominion 
veterinary-general, and on behalf of 
the Winnipeg Live Stock Exchange, 
made certain representations regard- 
ing the quarantine regulation of the 
United States government, 

It is stated that as a result of the 
recent strict enforcement of 
regulations the live stock industry of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta is in an 
infolerable position. The deputation 
claimed that on account of the en- 
forcement of the United States restric- 
tions the Western cattlemen 
forced to sell their cattle in Winnipeg 
at a sacrifice of $2 to $3 as compared 
with the St. Paul prices. They claim 


that there is more mange in the 
United States than there is in the 
West. 


The deputation was promised that 
veterinaries in all parts of the Western 
districts should be empowered to issue 
certificates under official authority. 

In the meantime the department 
will endeavor to double its efforts in 
the “mange areas” with the hope that 
during the coming summer the disease 
will be completely cleared up and the 
technical objections at present raised 
against the export of Western range 
cattle to the United States will be 
| removed.

LONDON, March 25—Defending the 
military service bill in the house of 
commons today, Winston Spencer 
Churchill, secretary of war, declared

To Be. ‘‘Jammed’’ Through. 

A Paris dispatch quotes Lord 
Robert Cecil as saying, after a con- 
ference with Premier Lloyd 
George, that the League of Na- 
tions covenant should be incorpor- 
ated in the peace treaty. That is to 
say, the present arrangement is to 
impose the constitution of the 
League of Nations as it stands 
upon the nations of the world by 
the autocratic exercise of the pow- 
ers of the Peace Conference, The 
alternative to accepting that con- 
stitution without amendment is to 
be made the rejection of the whole 
peace treaty with Germany. 

The Kaiser never ruled Ger- 
many with a clearer assumption 
of his superior wisdom as to what 
was for the good of Germany 
than the Peace Conference is dis- 
playing in thus undertaking to tell 
the people of the world what they 
have to do. In the language of an 
American newspaper the present 
constitution of the League of Na- 
tions is simply to be ‘‘jammed 
down the throats’’ of the Allied 
peoples,—while Bolshevism _ is 
consolidating its power in half Eu- 
rope, and the chief of the German 
delegates boldly declares that Ger- 
many will not accept the peace 
treaty unless the terms are satis- 
factory.

The censored dispatches from 
Paris have been permitted to say 
that the ‘work of the so-called 
‘*Peace Conference’’ has become 
‘‘a race between peace and an- 
archy.’’ Unfortunately while peace 
waited on the door-step of the as- 
sembled diplomats anarchy got 
away to a good start. Now the 
conference is said to be confining 
jits attention to essentials instead 
of wasting precious moments in 
discussing theories of universal 
peace, as a camouflage for nation- 
al —or even partizan—advantage. 

Why were not the essentials of 
peace discussed as urgently in the 
latter half of the month of Novem- 
ber 1918 as now in the latter half 
of March 1919. From the signing 
of the armistice with Germany on 
November 11th until the Bolshe- 
viki revolution in Hungary on 
March 22nd the so-called peace 
conference gave an excellent imi- 
tation of Nero fiddling while Rome 
burned. With the half of Europe 
and of Asia covered by the late 
Russian empire in revolution and 
threatening the very foundations 
of the world’s civilization; with 
Germany’s army of millions in- 
tact, and boasting that they had 
not been defeated, peace negotia- 
tions were delayed until Premier 
Lloyd George could put over a 
general election in England, while 
President Wilson sailed calmly 
back and forth across the Atlantic 
looking after his party’s political 
fences and three million men of 
; the armies that had won the war 
| were demobilized at panic speed. 
When the Peace Conference actu- 
ally did meet for dispatch of busi- 
ness, its time was spent in discuss- 
ing the establishment of the mil- 
leneum—by introducing dissension 
amongst the countries concerned. 
Only when the inevitable result of 
/such tictics has occurred have 
|they awakened to the need of 
haste in settling peace terms with 
the immediate enemy—an enemy 


as alert, determined and unscru- 
pulous as ever. 

And now it is too late. The sac- 
rifices of four years’ of war have 
been made vain by four months of 
unnecessary and unwarranted de- 
lay in making peace. With 


| disbanded it is Germany not the 
| allies that will dictate the terms of 
|peace. Already it is settled that 
\there shall be no indemnities de- 
| manded—only reparation for dam- 
{age actually done. The talk of 
| punishment for crime committed

than possible that instead of pun-
